ELOQUENT PLEA 


Made By Rev. SnodgrnaB for a More Ho- 


fitting Obnervance of Slomorlal Day. 
In his sermon at the First Baptist 


church last- evening, Eev. Snodgrass 
made a strong plea for the observance 
of "Memorial Day" by the citizens, 
rather than by the old veterans. He 
protested against the present tendency 
to give the day over to ^excursions and 
general jollity, leaving the decoration 
of the soldiers' graves to their surviv- 
ing comrades, many of whom were 
nnfited , for the work. 
The original 


purpose of the day was the propagation 
of patriotic sentiment 
among 
the 


young people. The old battle-scarred 
heroes needed no such reminder of the 
past, as the scenes of those terrible 
years were burned into their memories 
as with a pen of fire, and the experi- 
ences nad become a part of their being. 
Memorial Day was to remind the peo- 
ple of the fierceness of the struggle for 
the great ^ principles wh jch were at 
issue, and "of the heroic self-sacrifice 
which characterized the war.. The suc- 
cesses achieved in these three directions 
formed the real basis, of the liberties 
we enjoy today, and a recounting of 
the scenes show the fearful cost by 
which they became ours. 


The sermon was not intended for 


soldiers, but was a plea to the people 
to revere the memory of the dead by 
observing the real work of the day 
and to honor the living soldiers by aid- 
ing them in the solemn ^work - at the 
cemetery.

Geo. P. J. Kirt, in an open let-

tion—gold and silver, with full legal 
tender rights of each and equal rights 
to mintage. It is true the advocates 
of gold only become hysterical over the 
fear that the country would be flooded 
l>y silver or that there would soon be 
too much money per capita. While 
this fear, if 
genuine, is about as 


groundless as the hope that England, 
which is a creditor nation, while we are 
•a debtor nation, will agree to interna- 
tional bimetallism so long as we arc 
foolish enough to accede to her wishes 
by cutting off half our own supply, 
thereby doubling the value of gold and 
our debt to her, as measured by all 
commodities that must be exchanged 
at the appreciated gold standard value. 


Money is but a medium, by means of 


which values are exchanged. To talk 
of the intrinsic value of money is ab- 
surd. 
If money would not buy land, 


produce and the like, it would not be 
sought nor accepted. If, then, it is 
its power to buy what- we want that 
makes it desirable, a note or bond 
serves the purpose of money, and is 
in fact the equivalent of money, or 
goods, and where is the intrinsic value 
in aiiote or bond: It has no iutrmsic 
value. It is only valuable to the ex- 
tent that the party, or parties, whose 
signatures aiv aflixrcl, are recognized 
as responsible. The use of money en- 
ables us to put the value of onr posses 
sions in our pocket and exchange that 
value for the same kind, or other kinds, 
of property at will. The note of Mr. 
Stauton, Mr. Anderson, Mr. Peebles, 
Mr. Reed, Mr. Drew, Mr. Cudot, or a 
hundred other business men in Ports- 
mouth, is as pood for commercial pur- 
poses as prold, wherever they are known, 
yet the intrinsic value of the piece of 
paper is nothing. 
It is the signature. 


Gold and silver bullion is of no more 
value than many other metals, and of 
much less value than some. It only 
becomes valuable as an exchange-, 01 
a vehicle of exchange, when it passes 
the 
mint. This cry 
of "intrinsic 


value" is as absurd as it is misleading.

ORIGIN OF THE ROSE. 


Queen of Flowers Is of Ancient Lineage 


and Distinguished History. 


Some indication oif the origin of the 


rose, both in time and in country, is 
probably: given in its name. This un- 
doubtedly conies to us . through the 
Latin from the Greek "rodon," a word 
•wiiich is now agreed to be, in the wider 
sense, oriental, not Greek. Bntto -which, 
of the two great families of language it 
belongs is less certain. H-eyn main- 
tains it to be Iranian—that is, ,of the 
Aryan family—of the older tongue of 
Persia and Bactria; and Persia might 
unquestiohably.put strong claims to be 
the true native country of the rose. 
But Prof. Skeat, who has the majority 
of modern authorities on his side, de- 
clares it to be a pure Semitic word—the 
Arabic "ward," a flowering shrub, thus 
denoting the flower of flowers par ex- 
cellence. It is worth noticing that the 
Persian word "gnl" similarly meant at 
first only a 'perfumed flower, but has 
come to be used of the rose.alone. "Ut 
rosa flos florum sic est domnits ista 
domorum" is the emphatic way in 
which the inscription over the lovely 
chapter-house at York claims it as beinjj 
the very flower of architecture. 


But theories, however, of the name 


agree with all other indications that we 
can trace in placing the original homo 
of the rose, much as that of our earliest 
forefathers, in the central or western 
central district of Asia; but, instead of 
spreading- only in a westerly direction, 
the rose took, apparently, a more 
catholic view of the earth, and ex- 
panded impartially east and west, with- 
out showing any reluctance about longi- 
tude, while disliking the more violent 
changes of temperature implied by an 
extension of latitude. 
It has been 


found by travelers as far south as 
Abyssinia in one hemisphere and Mex- 
ico in the other;, but it never seems, 
voluntarily, to come very near to the 
equator. Northward, however, noth- 
ing seems to stop it, since it has con- 
quered Iceland, Greenland and Kamt- 
chatka.. 


"In Iceland, so (in) fertile in vegeta- 


tion that in some parts the natives are 
compelled to feed their horses, sheep 
and oxen on dried fish, we find the rosa 
rubigiuosa, with its pale, solitary, cup- 
shaped flowers; and in Laplnnd, bloom- 
ing almost under the snows of that 
severe climate, the natives seeking 
mosses and lichens for their reindeer 
find the roses maialis and rubella, the 
former of which, brilliant in color and 
of a sweet perfume, enlivens the dreari- 
ness of Norway, Denmark and Sweden." 
—Quarterly Eeview.
